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Evergreen  Shrubs 

There  is  a  luxuriance  about  Broad-leaved  Evergreens  that  is  very  hard 
to  describe,  but  which  everyone  feels  and  admires  when  they  behold  them. 
Their  dark  green,  glossy  leaves  are  always  attractive,  and,  as  foundation 
plantings  about  the  house,  they  impart  a  feeling  of  warmth  in  winter  and 
coolness  in  summer. 

There  are  no  native  plants  more  beautiful  nor  more  useful  for  landscape 
planting  than  Rhododendrons,  Azaleas,  Kalmias  and  other  plants  belonging 
to  this  class. 

No  comment  need  be  made  as  to  their  beauty  of  flower  and  foliage.  The 
concern  is,  to  get  dependable  plants  at  a  reasonable  price. 

Enthusiastic  love  for  our  work  and  the  knowledge  gained  from  more  than 
forty  years  experience  in  actual  outdoor  work  in  the  nursery  has  taught  us 
methods  best  adapted  to  the  planting  and  care,  not  only  of  Rhododendrons,

Some  years  ago  we  began  the  planting  of  Rhododendrons  in  our  nursery 
here  and  we  are  gradually  working  up  a  stock  of  plants  equal  to  any  in  this 
country.  Our  collectors  in  the  localities  where  these  plants  grow  naturally, 
are  sending  us  new  material  each  season — which  we  plant  in  our  nursery 
.and  are  growing  under  ideal  conditions  of  soil  and  care. 


Planting  and  Cultural  Directions 

The  roots  of  these  plants  grow  near  the  surface  seeking  acidity  and 
moisture.  They  must  have  acid  soil,  as  soil  with  a  neutral  or  akaline  reac¬ 
tion  has  toxic  properties  that  will  kill  the  plants  in  a  year  or  two. 

A  good  soil  to  use  can  usually  be  found  in  the  forest— the  loose  dark- 
colored  soil  just  under  the  fallen  leaves  usually  contains  the  elements  neces¬ 
sary  to  start  the  plants  off  properly  the  first  year.  Never  let  the  ground 
dry  out  during  the  summer  as  this  will  surely  destroy  your  plants. 

Humus  in  some  form  is  beneficial.  Imported  Peat  Moss  mixed  in  pro¬ 
portion  of  one-fourth  Peat  Moss  to  three-fourths  leaf  mold  is  an  ideal  mix¬ 
ture  for  new  plantings.  The  Peat  Moss  may  be  obtained  of  us. 

Tannic  acid  or  Sulphate  of  Aluminum  may  be  used  to  render  your  soil 
acid — but  application  of  these  chemicals  should  be  under  the  supervision  of 
one  who  thoroughly  understands  his  business  or  serious  damage  may  result. 
Usually  mulching  each  fall  with  leaves  will  help  retain  the  proper  acidity  of 
the  soil. 

We  are  ready  at  all  times  to  give  our  customers  cultural  directions  and 
advice.  All  Rhododendrons,  Kalmias,  Leucothe  Catesbaei,  Pieris  Floribundi, 
•etc.,  are  dug  with  ball  of  earth  securely  bound  to  the  plant  with  burlap,  and 
with  favorable  conditions  are  reasonably  sure  to  thrive  when  planted.

The  light  pink 
flowers,  IMj  to  2  inches  broad,  are  borne  in  large  clusters  in  great  abundance 
in  June.

By  this  no  one  expects  them  to 
bloom  continuously,  but  as  compared  with  the  Hybrid  Perpetuals  and  other 
classes,  their  blooming  activities  extend  over  the  longest  period.  As  Garden 
Roses,  they  usually  commence  in  June,  continuing  their  bloom  until  autumn 
frosts  suspend  the  flow  of  sap.
